“There is scarcely room to donbt that some
necotiations are goiug on for the acyuisition of
Cubo by the Unlted Btates, AL any rate there is
nothing in the strong otficka] deninls transmitied
trom Madrid to discredit the very positive gtite-
ments which are made both from that eapital and
from Washington. Neither need weg wive inueh
heed to the rooted objection which the citizens
of the Union are alleged to feel o the extension
of the territory of the republic by purchase.
Great objections were mude 1o the trenty under
which Alaska wasobtadned from Russia; butthey
were Inogreat part the expression of hostility
o Mr. Sewnrd and  President Amdrew
Jobmeon., It I8 notorious  that ever since
the conclusion of the civil war it bis been the
objeet of Awmerican l'n:if'_\‘ to acqtire an im-
portant nuval station In the West ludies, The
necotintions with Denmark for the island of St,
Thomas were undertiken for this purpose, but
the prospoect opetied by the onthrenk in Cuba,
which tollowed the revolution in Spain, appears
to have been unfavordble to the completion of
the conditional bargain which Mr. Seward made
with the King of Deénmark,.

DISASTER.

An Ohio River Packet Blown Up—Fitteen Per-

sons Killed--Complete Wreek of the Boat nnd
Totnl Loss of the Unrgo.

From the Cineinnati Times of Adug, 17,

The Evansville and Calro packet Comberland
exploded her larboard boiler at Shawneotown
Bar at 4 o'clock on Saturday morning. Full
particulars of the terrible disaster have been fur-
nished to the Evansville Journal of vesterday
by porsons who were on bosrd, from which we
condense:—

The boat was on her downward trip, and at
Shawneatown bar the pilot had just rung for
honving the lead when her larboard boiler ox-
ploded with a terrible erash, leaving the boat
complete wreek and killing and wonnding o
lurge number of her deck-crew, a few passon-
gors, and the mall-agent, as 18 supposed. Engi-
neor Redman, who was on wateh, hearing the
call tor the lead at once tried the water in hor
botlers, nnd finding it satisfactory returned to
the engine to g ready to answer the “slow bell,”
which he expocted, and had just taken his posi-
tion by the engine when the boller |-\|.l..|l(g|I, It
i5 the opinion of her engineers that only the lue-
board boiler exploded; batall the bollers, three
in number, were blown overboard, Only o small
plece of the exploded boller and two small plae
ol the lues attached o the boller-bewd] wore
found, Jhn Matheny, who was at the wheol,
wik blown overboard, a2 was also Bruce Hoater,
coond clerk, who was on woteh when the eox
plosion. ocourred.  Matheny was  but el
stunned, and was not only abile to saove Lisel]
bt also aided Huooter, whom he found helpless
on the water, by olinging to portlons of the
wreek til rescued by skify.

David Pearson, the mite, was blown up in the
wir, and fell into the hold benesth the Tarnices,
among the coals of fire.  After having workod
hi= way out of the hold he discovered that the
Lhont was on fire, amd though badly stunned,
lietieed, amd Bleeding, ho rallied sueh of the
crew us he conld fud abile for doty, and with
their ald sucveeded in extingulshing the fire,
which broke out in another place, but by the
timely efforts of the mate and crew, assisted by
AMex, Howell, Captain Lowth, and others, Tt was
again extinguished, and the wreck, and no donbt
many lives, saved,  In the meantime the anclior
was cust out, and the J. L. Graham came ap and
towed the wreck to Slurwneetown, when it sunk
erndunlly, her <hnts” having been started by the

securinge the comfort of the wounded, and was
pobly seconded in his efforts by Captain Howell
and Mr. Dauniel Jacobs, of Shawnectown, and
the people O Showneetown wers  eirnest in
their efforts to remder assi=tanee and relieve the
sulfering.

Marion Wright, the lirst elork. was slightly
burned in hix effortz w0 save Bruce Hont-
er’s little boy, who was asleep in the oflice,
in which he wips  succeessful, thougzh the
boat's safe, in the =ame roon, was Llown over-
board.

Georee Birel, the steward, lad bis right hand
badly smashed and slightly burned, but will soon
he wil right.

Samuel Copelind, the mall agent, it is sup-
posed. was making up bis mail for Shawnee-
town, and wis not seen afterwards.  The off-
cers of the Lorenn, which pussed up last night,
reported that six demd bodies had been  re-
covered, including the body of the mail agent,
and one of the colored porters. Copeland leaves
a young wile at Metropolis, Hlinois. Weare told
that he had only o lew days sinee taken out o
life policy for S2000.

A youug man who lived betweesn Shawnees
town and Equality, Ilinois, o passenger, was
terribly  mangled and instantly  killed,  His
name wis not ascertained.

Nine of the negro deck crew were ot Shaw-
nectown wounded, three or four serlonsly. Four
or five were very slightly wounded, bt were
abile to asslst in =aving the wreek.  There were
twenty deck-hands and four firemen on the boat,
of whom not mora than fourteen or iifteen are
weconnted for, sod it Is sapposed that foar or
five passengers were Killed, but as the bhooks
were lost in the confusion attending the dizaster,
the exact numbier, or the mmmes, could not be
aseertained.  There was bot one lady passenger,
and ghe escaped withont injury.  The ofticers of
the boat are highly commended for thelr efforts
1o save the passengers and crew,

The Cumberland was built at Millersport, on
the Upper Ohlo, by Captain Bill Knight, if we
mistake not, in 1802, and was ealled the Ruchel
Miller, She was sold w0 the Government o fter
having made two or three wips, and converted
into o gunbont, and ot the close of the wor was
remodeled and nomed  the Cumberland. Her
hollers had been giving much trouble for some
timne poast, aud it s said her officors and crew
had determined to lay her up when they reached
Calro.

The advantages sure to arise from this invoest-
ment are duly set forth, and the receiver of the
letter is strongly nrged not to let slip «o rare an
apportunity for becoming s millionnire, Lest,
however, this condewr de rose view should fuil to
inspire the person addressed with the necessary
confidence, they offer to send him by post or
express one $200 packoge to begin with, if he
will only remit them £5 of the lln'ivl- iu advance,
the remaining 15 to be paid within so many
days, should all go well, In conclusion they can-
tion him to Keep close if he means to venture,
but expect thut be will not betray them should
he deem it more prudent to decline.  On recely-
ing these vind tidings the wman hastened to
